“My letter of April 6th, which you
evidently refer to, quotes rates from
Oregon Short Line points, which we
will be pleased to authorize for your
fair, and to make no mistake as to
vour being advised on the subject, T
am sending you herewith a copy of
that letter.

“In your dual position as President
of the Fair, and as Business Manager
of the Standard Publishing Com-
pany, in the agitation which you have
Inspired regarding rates, you purpose
ly ignore the fact entirely that our
rates, based on 2¢ a mile, are the same
as are authorized for the State Fair,
not only in Utah, but for similar
state fairs in Idaho and Montana, re-
spectively. You also purposely ignore
the faclt that our 2¢ rate is the same
basis per mile as is authorized by thnl

Denver & Rio Grande, San Pedro and
Western Pacific lines, thelir loeal
rates being 4c per mile, while ours is|
3¢

"While you may not be advised on
the subject, the fact of the matter Is|
that none of the lines west of Chicago, |
and I question if any of them east of |
there, with the exception of the Nr-\&'l

Yorl Central, who under theilr charter
have a 2c¢ local fare between New |
York and Albany, have in efiect, or

grant, as favorable rates, local, round
trip, or excursion, as we have In ef-
fect on our line at the present time.

“As advised in my letter of the Gth
inst. the Unlon Pacific officials are
agreeable to authorizing same rate
from TUtah points east of Ogden, also
Wyoming, as far east as Evanston
Whether they would want to extend
these rates over to Rawlins or not,
as vou request, I cannot say. Suggest
that you take the question up with
Mr., E. L. Lomax, General Passenger
Agent, Union Pacific R. R. Co,, Omaha,
Neb., direct.

“We also advised In our letter of
the 6th inst. that we would take up
with the Southern Pacific the question
of rates from Nevada, which we have
done, and will advise you fully on the
subject just as soon as we hear from
them. Yours truly, (Signed) D. E.
Burley.”

What is the object of this letter?
The third paragraph tells the story
Mr. Burley wants the Ogden people
to bhelieve that he I8 giving Ogden as
gzood a rate as is the Denver & Rio
Grande. If we were to take into con-
sideration, only, the price per mlile it
would be the same per mile.

letter sent out by Mr. Burley Is
cleverly written for the purpose of
decelving the Ogden people. But

hundreds of people have called us up
by phone and sent their letlers to this
oflice, saying that they had read the
whole explanation of this matter In
last Sunday’s Examiner and that they
were with Mr. Glasmann that the
Short Line letters don't fool them a
little bit

Here is the article published last
Sunday. It tells the whole story and
shows that the Oregon Short Line
general passenger agent Is smooth,
but not smooth enough to fool all the
Ogden people

Read this story from Sunday's pa

per and then ask for the same rate
Salt Lake City receives—nolhing
more, nothing less:

From Sunday's Examiner.

This paper has of late been asked
many times if it were true that the
Oregon Short Line had offered the
Four-Slate Fair just as low a rate as
had been offered by the Denver &
Rio Grande railway It Is clalmed
that the Oregon Short Line people
assert they have offered just as low a
rate for the I'our-Slate Fair as
glven by the Denver & Rio Grande
railway and the Western Pacific rail-
road

This paper has made an Investiga-
tion and finds the statement is not
true. First of all, the Four-State Falr
asked all the rallroads entering Og-
den Lo give Ogden, for the week be-
ginning September 6, the same rate
such railroads give Salt Lake City for
conference ard G. A, R. excursions.
The Rio Grande people responded
promptly by saying that their road
gave Salt Lake City a one-price rate
for the round {rip and to show that
they did not intend to discriminate
against Ogden, would glve Ogden the
geme rate for ihe Inter Mountain Four-
State Fair in Ttah and Nevada.

The Oregon Short Line general pas-
senger agent responded, after much
delay and evasion, to the effect that
the Oregon Short Line could not give
Ogden the same rate they gave Salt
Lake City for conference and G. A. R.
excursions, but would glve Ogden a
four-cent per mile one-way rate' for
the round trip, or one cent per mile
more than the same road charges on
Salt Lake excursion rates

In other words, Salt Lake can get
a rate 33 1-2 per cent better from
the Oregon Short Line than Ogden
can, while the Rlo Grande railroad
gives Ogden exactly the rate it gives
to Salt Lake City.

Now comes the Oregon Short Line
and =ays that the Rio Grande charges
four cents per mile regular fare each
way, while the Oregon Short Line
charges only three cents per mile each
way regular rales, and that when the
Rio Grande glves Ogden its one price
for the round trip, it is equal per mile
to the Short Line's one and one-third
rate, as in gach case it would be four
cents per milo

Now, If it is true that the Rio
Grande's regular rate is four cents per
mile or 8 cents for a round trip and
the Short Line's regular rate is three
cents per mile one way or slx cents
per mile the round trip, then one-
half of the Rio Grande rate would be
the game per mile as 1 and 1.3 rate
of the Short Line, or four cents. We
deny that the Rio Grande charges four
cents per mile regular rates. It may
do so In some instances, but let us
admit that it does charge four cents
per mile and that it gives Salt Lake
conference a hall rate or two cenlg a
mile each way, does the Rlo Grande
discriminate against Ogden? No; It
glves Ogden an equal chance with Salt
Lake City. That is all Ogden asks
The Short Line, however, charges Salt

But it then turns to Ogden and says:
“Yon Ogden people are not quite as
good as Salt Lake City people, and
for that reason we give you the Salt
Lake rate plus 32 1-3 per cent”

That {s what the Short Line has
done, and, when Ogden complaina of
this unfair treatment, the Short Line
officers say, “Why, our price and one-
third is just the same per mile as the
Rio Grande single price—both are
four centz"

Ogden answers back, “We don't care
what the Rio Grande charges us so
long as Ogden gete tha same rate per
mile that Salt Lake City gets. The
Rlo Grande glves Ogden just the same
rates it gives to Salt Lake City, which
the Short Line refuses to do.”

The Short Line people, however, are
trying to pull the wool over the eyes
of Ogden people, ag the prices charged
by the Rio Grande people are not four
cents per mile by any means. In some
cases it may be even more, but a few
isolated casecs should not be used for
the purpose of misrepresenting the
whole matter. As a matter of fact, it
doeg not make any difference what
any road charges in this case, as Og-
den wants only a gsquare deal. It wants
the same rates Salt LakeCity recelves,
nothing more, nothing less

But to show that the Short Line
people do not tell the whole truth, we
publish herewith a statement of ac
tual and regular rates charged by the
Rio Grande from Marysvale the ter-
minus of the southerm branch, to Og-
den, Utah

ESCAPES
DEATH

CARLOS CRITCHLOW RECEIVES
UGLY WOUND FROM RIFLE.

Earl Stuhr Pulls Trigger of Gun Sup-
posed Not to Be Loaded, Little
Boy Falls,

Carlos Critchlow, the nine.years-old
son of Mr. and Mrs, Willlam J. Critch-
low, barely escaped belng killed last
night at the hands of Earl Stuhr, the
fourteen-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs.

The boys were playing together at
the Stuhr home last evening, having
a 22 calibre rifle. Young Stuhr was
handling the gun, which, of course,
wag supposed to be without a loaded
ghell, As the lad pulled the trigger
of the gun the Critchlow boy came In
range of the barrel. The gun was
digcharged and Critchlow received an
ugly wound in the lower part of the
abdomen, the ball entering the body
immediately above the hip and ranging
toward the back,

Doctors Ezra and Edward Rich were
immediately czlled to the side of the
wounded lad and mediecal attention

glven. The doctors stated that the

might be could be determined until
this morning. The wounded boy was
taken to the hospital for further treat-
ment. The wound is in the left side
of the lower part of the abdomen. The
parents of both boys are frantic
over the mishap.

It was stated this afternoon that the
condition of Carlos Critchlow was
still critical, the physicians being yet
uncertain as to the outcome. The
bullet penetrated the large intestine
and several folds of the small Intes-
tine, finally lodging In a cavity of the
intestinal reglon. An operatlon was
performed, the result of which is yet
gravely uncertain.

Mr, Critchlow stated that the idea Is
prevalent that his sister's young son,
Glen Stahr, was the one who fired the
shot instead of Earl Stuhr, the errone-
ous impression having arisen from the
fact that both fathers are foremen in
the Southern Paclfic shops.

High Prices In India.

Inerease in the price of grain and
foodstuff throughout Indla has hecome
a serlous maiter on account of the
poverty of the masses and the low
wages pald for labor, according to a
report made by Consul General Wil
llam B. Michael to the bureau of man-
ufactures. He says that foodstuffs
have advanced 40 per cert. during the
last two years in India, while rents
have'advanced from 50 to 60 per cent.

'a1e cause of this advance 1s as-
cribed by some, he says, to the ex-
port of too much gra‘n and other food
commodities from the country, thus
limiting the supply and enabling a
certain class of speculators to ralse
the price of foodstuffs.

There Is discontent among all
classes, except the very wealthy, be-
cause It Is almost impossible to live
becomingly on present salarles and
daily wages
